I as afraid that I cannot give you wy good, news regarding 
your request for reeerve training in the Central Intelligence Croup, 
there are several reasons for this. One is that the tfavy feels 
that its reserve officers should be in training for a job in the 
Navy, and, as we we a bit outside of that category, they do net 
look with favor on training elsewhere. In fact, we have a number 
of reserve officers in Central Intelligence who, to keep up their 
Xaval reserve status and training, take their annual two weeks 
training in the Savy Deoertaent in the Office of Xaval Intelligence. 

Secondly, while your own application would be fine, since you 
are security-minded enough, if a general rule were made that 
people would take two weeks training in Central Intelligence, I 
an afraid that the lose in security because of unwitting conversa- 
tion would bo simply too tremendous . Consequently, the policy has 
been established that CIO will take no temporary people either for 
training or temporary employment . It is too dlffleult and too long 
a prooess to seoure clear anoe for those people who ere not going to 
be with us for any great length of time. 

In any event, when you come to X&ahingtoa, be sure and look 
■e up as I should like to have the opportunity of talking to you 

again.
